Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that Schaepkens is NOT 
directed to an illumination device is not persuasive because Schaepkens spells out that the invention serves the light-emitting device art 
(see abstract). Because both Schaepkens and the primary reference are directed to light emitting devices and what needs to be learnt 
from Schaepkens only pertains to means to alter the wavelength of the emitted light, regardless its origin, the arguments against 
combinability with Schaepkens fail to persuade. Both Lowden and Wyner are only cited for the teaching of a specific red phosphor as a 
means to change the wavelength of a light source to include red and hence Applicant's argument against combinability of Bokor with 
either Lowden or Wyner is equally unpersuasive^^TV. 
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
